Then such toys eliminate the danger 
that lurks in handbags and work boxes. 
The parts are too large to swallow; they 
are smoothiy finished, so that there are 
no points and edges to cut and scratch, 
and the business of fitting the parts 
together is more exciting, because the 
things are designed for the purpose and 
admit of different arrangements. 

Toys that involve the fitting of pegs into 
holes, of rings on pegs, threading wooden 
shapes on sticks, packing discs one op 
top of the other in a cylindrical box are 
ideal at this stage. 

At about three, parts can be fitted 
together by hammering and screwing—not. 
of course, with nails, but with wooden 
pegs and screws. For about a year the 
chief fun will lie in the hammering and 
screwing. The result need resemble 
nothing on earth, but at the age of four 
will begin a phase of realism. 

From this age onwards the things the 
child makes or is given must resemble the 
real object—a house, a cart, an engine, 
small pots and pans, miniature furniture, 
carpentry tools, dust-pans and carpet- 
sweepers must do their jobs properly and 
be able to stand up to hard wear.

MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE AT BRAY 


R. SEAN LEMASS, Minister for 
M Industry and Commerce yesterday 
opened the new electric bulb factory 
of Messrs. Solus Teoranta at Corke Abbey, 
Bray, Co. Wicklow. The Minister, who was 
accompanied by Mr. R. €C Ferguson, 
Secretary to the Ministry, and Mr. L. 
O’Brien, his private secretary, was welcomed 
on arrival by Mr. David Frame, chairman of 
the company, who presented him with a 
golden key. A guard of honour, composed 
of the Bray force of the Civic Guard, under 
Chief Superintendent Reynolds, was on duty. 
Mr. Lemass, having opened the door of the 
factory, was shown over the premises by Mr. 
D, J. Gargan, B.A.1., assistant manager. and 
by Mr. Paul Schubert and Mr. W. Van Leer, 
who are in charge of the builb-finishmg 
departments respectively. During his tour 
Mr. Lemass and a number of guests watched 
the entire process of manufacture. They 
were especially interested in the initial 
stages, in which fine tungstone wire—the 
thickness of a strand in a spider’s web—is 
blended with wire a tiny bit coarser and 
reeled, cut to different Jengths and then 
placed in different acids, which gave to at 
the flexibility of human hair. This wire, 
which forms the filament of the finished 
lamp, was examined by the guests under the 
microscope anda reflection of it was thrown on 
a microscopic screen. In both cases the wire 
was seen, not as a strand, but as a coil, or 
spring, of infinite smallness. 


MANUFACTURE 


Other stages of manufacture in which the 
party showed great interest were those in 
which the brass caps of electric bulbs were 
fashioned from a paper-thin strip of brass, 
the operation being performed by an intricate 
automatic presser, which produced the finished 
article in eight simultaneous actions; a revolv- 
ing ‘“‘cramping’’ machine, in which the finished 


caps were affixed to the globes, cemented, 


soldered and “‘flashed’’; a photometer, which 
measures the lumines in each finished bul 
and records the amperes and watts as well, 
and the bakelite factory. in which bakelite 
powder is pressed and baked into any re- 
quired shape in a few moments. The party 
also visited the company’s wise gas plant, 
wherein gas is manufactured both for electric 
gas-filled globes and for use in heating the 
various components used in manufacture. 
They also visited the company’s Neon depart- 
ment, where Neon lighting, in every shade 
of the rainbow and in every conceivable form 
of design, was on view. The guests were 


articularly interested to note that the iron 


abric of the main part of the factory was 
composed of trellis work from the old Winter 
Gardens of the Theatre Royal, Dublin. 


LUNCHEON SPEECHES 


After the tour of inspection the party was 
entertained to luncheon at the Esplanade Hotei, 
Bray, where Mr. David Frame, Chairman, pro 
posing the toast of “The Minister for In. 
dustry and Commerce,” said that a modern 
factory, with ideal conditions for the workers, 
had now been established at Bray. Before 
it was established he had spent many weeks 
on the Continent inquiring into the plant for 
the new factory, but he found that it was 
almost impossible to get inside any of the 
Continental factories. He paid a special 
tribute, therefore, to the firm of Gladitz, of 


hait - 


Berlin, who had assisted in the establish- 
ment of the new Irish enterprise. 

The output of the new tactory was now 
approximately 3,000 electric lamps per day, 
and in a very short time would reach 5,000 
per day. Early in January they would beg‘n 
production of motor car and high voltages 
bulbs. 

Solus Teoranta had no complaints as to the 
quality of their products so far. The E.S.B. 
had purchased 100,000 electric bulbs from 
them. The new factory, he added, was 
100 per cent. Irish, but it must be re- 
membered that no tariff could stop the selling 
of cheap Japanese electric bulbs. Employment 
for 100 people was at present being provided 
at Corke Abbey, and the manager had stated 
that he had never come across a better class 
of workers than were at present employed 
there. The factory was more self-contained 
than any other of its kind, and every bit 
of glass used in the manufacture of electric 
bulbs would be manufactured in this country. 
The Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
Mr. Frame continueg, had been attacked 
about new factories, and it had been stated 
that such factories were established in back 
lanes and in side-streets, It could, however, 
be said that the Bray factory was established 
under ideal conditions, in the centre of a 
big demesne. The working conditions of the 
employés were heing. looked after carefully; 
tennis courts for the workers were being 
planned, and good wages were being paid. 
They were also manufacturing bakelite in the 
Bray factory. 


ENTERPRISE 


Mr., Lemass, Minister... for Industry... and 
Commerce, replying, said he had present 
during the 


industria! enterprises, but on no.ogcasion had 
he got greater pleasure than on the present. . 
Many of the new industries that had been 
established only required a little stimulus to 
bring them into being, but in the present case 
mere encc ement from the Government was 
not sufticieat ámh ca of technical difficulties. 
The directors had taken considerable risks, 
and their cousage and enterprise* appeared 
to be justified, and the Bray factory was now 
well on the way to success, The.work of the 
factory was a very delicate nature and 
the workers must be of a particular calibre, 
and one thing that had given him . great 
pleasure that day was the adequacy and suit- 
ability of the local employés, who. had in a 
very short time mastered the t al “ 
culties. Ít was a source of great:

DISCUSSION on broaleasting and 1ts

Kiernan) read a paper on “ The Developing 
Power of Broadcasting.” 


NATIONAL BROADCASTS 


After dealing generally with the develop- 
ment of broadcasting, Dr. Kiernan said that 
the proper function of national broadcasting 
authorities was to give national programmes 
to their listeners, to offer international broad 
casts of such programmes as have special 
importance, particularly national significances, 
and to preserve, behind the consiruiction of 
their programmes, an ideal of truth. The 
broadcasting policy of the Free State was 
completely unfettered. .The profit element 
was absent. There was no competition with 
privately-owned stations. There was on" 
serious drawback, and it was evident in the 
fact that the ratio of the number of licences 
(1935) to the population (1926) was:—Vein 
ster, 1 in 27; Munster, 1 in 52; Connatght. 
1 in 95 

There appeared to be a fairly genera 
opinion that broadcasting organisations should 
deliberately teach listeners to appreciate 
good music. There were many functions 
which broadcasting could perform better than 
any other institutions. The raising of 
musical appreciation was one, but only one 
It was important to hold the balance in life, 
and balance in broadcasting fare was a pro- 
blem beyond the capacity of an individual. 


FREE STATE PROGRAMMES 


A slight reaction against tradition, assum- 
ing that the tradition was in the bones, might 
be no bad thing. Merely to be traditional 
was not to be national—certainly not con- 
structively national. That meant that not 
only jigs and reels and hornpipes, played on 
a bad instrument, but also works of com- 
posers, fantasias on Irish airs, with the Lor 
donderry Air ad nauseam were just not good 
enough. The saying, if hard, was justified 
by the intolerance of many who believed that 
if a tune they played, a song they saug. or 
the work they composed was in the Irish 
tradition it was, therefore, a form of national 
sacrilege to question its artistic value. The 
old was good, but it was not good to entirely 
live on the old. Irish Neotel egreton had an 
important function in stimulating an interest 
in all kinds of music. 

An analysis of the Free State programmes 
for four wecks during November and De- 
cember of this year showed the following :— 
Music 67 per cent., talk 21.8 per cent., variety 
5.2 per cent., drama 3.6 per cent., sports 1.6 
per cent., miscellaneous 08 per cent. This 
excluded the sponsored programmes. ‘The 
percentage of music was high in the Irish 
programmes. 

In order to search for local talent, it had 
been the practice to relay from local concert 
halls. Recently, with the additional purpose 
of obtaining broadcasts with distinctively 
local colour, steps were taken fo establish 
informal county committees to offer sugges- 
tions for programmes. It was an experiment, 
and the clergy and teachers were the driv- 
ing forces in those committees. Fach re- 
gional programme was carefully prepared. 
The regional broadcasts enabled traditional 
singers, story-tellers and native speaxers of 
Irish to be heard broadcasting. In general 
it was not easy to get good: broadcasts in 
Irish. Plays were few and mostly transla- 
tions; variety was hard to find. Talks tenced 
to discuss the Irish revival rather than to 
take it for granted and make all they could 
of it, 

A COMPARISON 

Comparing the B.B.C, with the Trish 


stations, Dr. Kiernan said that the Free State 
devoted a greater proportion to artistes in the 


programme than did the B.B.C., which de- 


voted a higher proportion to development and 
equipment and staffs. The next part of the 
interview programmes would be devoted to

From the point of view of broadcasting, 
nationalism had nothing to fear, or little to 
hope for, according to one’s view, 

Despite the barrage of complaining letters 
that programmes were too Irish, and not 
varied enough, he contended that they were 
not nearly Irish enough. 

The fact was that the country could not 
properly enter into its national heritage, 
could not hope even mildly to fulfil those 
functions of nationhood or contribute those 
ideals and services which sprung from national 
consciousness, until we were steeped in our 
own tradition, 

Concluding, he said that the Tondonderry 
air was as well worthy of repetition as, say, 
a Brahms “ Lullaby ''!

At any rate, he now has accepted 
Sir Samuel Hoare’s resignation, and de- 
clared yesterday that the ill-fated plan is 
“absolutely and completely dead,’’ with- 
out hope of resurrection. In the future, 
as in the past, he continued, the League of 
Nations would be the key-stone of Britain’s 
foreign policy. He stood by the principle 
of collective security as the only safeguard 
of world peace, but warned the people 
against an exaggerated belief in-the powers 
of the League of Nations. Collective 
security called for collective co-operation, 
without which no real progress could be 
made. 

What is the position now? Apparently 
no more will be heard of the peace plan, 
and the situation will revert to what it 
was a fortnight ago. It is impossible to 
ignore the fact, of cours:, that British 
prestige has suffered a heavy blow as a 
result of the recent muddling; but the 
position, in so far as it concerns the Italo- 
Abyssinian conflict, rem.ins unaltered. 
The Hoare-Laval plan was calculated in 
the first instance to fo -stall the applica- 
tion of oil sanctions by the Committee of 
Kighteen, because it was felt—and it still 
is felt—that Signor Mussolini will regard 
this step as an act of war. The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer made it quite clear in 
the House of Commons yesterday that 
Great Britain is ready to apply oil 
sanctions if the other Pow2rs represented 
at Geneva decide to apply them; in other 
words, she will act in co-operation with 
the other League States, but she will not 
act alone. Furthermore, it is essenti«l 
that the other States—and France in par- 
ticular—should be ready in the case of 
need to support the British Empire at 
sea, in the field; and in the air. We do 
not believe for a moment that Signor 
Mussolini would be so mad as to challenge | 
the combined might of the League Powers 
—he seems to have his hands full in 
Abyssinia at the moment—but one never 
can tell what a dictator will do when he 
is desperate. Both Sir Samuel Hoare and 
Mr. Baldwin declared that Great Britain 
is not in the least afraid of Italian threat, 
but. there is no reason why she should be 
expected to pull the chestnuts out of the 
Mediterranean fire for the fifty odd other 
States that are involved at Geneva. If 
Italy should decide to strike she obviously 
would choose Alexandria, Malta and 
Haifa as the immediate objects of her 
attack, and if the French fleet and air 
force should not be ready to come to 
Britain’s assistance a very ugly situation 
might arise. Manifestly, if there are to 
be oil sanctions, all the Powers must com- 
bine to make the necessary preparations 
for defence in the event of an Italian 
attack on any one of them. Britain, it is 
true, has played. the most prominent 
part at Geneva in support of her 
Covenant obligations; but she is merely 
one of more than fifty Powers that are 
pledged to the policy of sanctions, and 
she cannot be expected to take all the 
risks of war. 


The German people have allowed them- 
selves to be presented with one vote—or 
nothing—at a national election; to be re- 
stricted to one dish for their Sunday 
lunch ; to be greeted with ‘‘ Heil Hitler ”’ 
to the exclusion of all other kinds of 
welcome; and to be provided with a 
slightly ponderous selection of Aryan 
feminity when they wish a bride; but we 
doubt if they will permit the Central] 
Government to regulate the size of their 
stomachs. With a grim-faced idiocy so 
marked as to be almost impressive, the 
thinking men of the Judenkenner—a news- 
paper devoted to a watch on the Jews— 
have suggested that a tax must be put 
upon waists, so that Germans in the near 
future will be “ slim, tough and hard.”’ 
They have it all worked out. Invalids 
will be permitted to carry untaxed 
stomachs; but to obtain exemption they 
must show a certificate signed by an Aryan 
doctor. All others must pay for the 
luxury of an excessive curve; and Jews 
and priests will be afflicted with a super- 
tax. It is mad, of course, and nothing 
ever will be heard of it again; but think 
what might have happened if the. Fiihrer 
had been irritated that morning by a well- 
fed Jew, in the incredibly remote possi- 
bility that such a being at the momerit is 
to be found in Berlin. There would be a 
cataclysmic upheaval—to paint the bare 
outline of the picture—throughout the 
German nation. The thick, rich, and 
jovial “ Dunkles”’ gives way to the thin 
and bitter wines of the French peasant ; 
steaming plates of pork, succulent in 
gravy, will be superseded by a glass of 
orange juice and a slice of toast; and 
those huge and satisfyingly soggy tea cakes 
will be given to the Jews—to swell them 
and the revenue. The citizens, cynical 
and thin, will whine miserably in the dark 
corners of social clubs, where once they 
roared and ranted, fat and nierry, in the 
robust atmosphere of the “ Ratskeller.’’ 
It is too dismal to imagine; but, as we 
said before, nothing can come of the 
scheme ; for whatever would they do with 
General Goring? ' 


Eee 
By Any Other Name 


If it is true that a rose by any other 
name would smell as sweet, the same con- 
sideration, surely, applies to the less 
decorative things in life. One cannot 
make an unpleasant fact less unpleasant 
by giving it another name; and yet the 
modern world, in a pathetic effort. to mould 
itself nearer to the heart's desire, adopts 
that very method. The result is that a 
certain name is used to describe a certain 
thing, and a more “ genteel ” name takes 
its place until that name, in its turn, is 
superseded by something even more polite. 
In other centuries, for example, people 
who suffered from certain afflictions of the 
brain were known, quite simply, as mad- 


them the more dignified status of lunatics. 
Now, it appears, even ‘‘ lunatic ” is too 
crude a term, and the London County 
Council has just decided that in future the 
sufferers must be known as mental 
patients. Similarly, the lunatic asylum 
has become a mental home, and that, in 
its turn, shows some tendency to evolve 
into a cottage hospital. There are no 
paupers, nowadays, though there are many 
recipients of home assistance,. and our 
more humane age has provided county 
homes to take the place of the old- 
fashioned workhouses. In America, of 
course, the tendency has been carried to 
far greater lengths than in these islands ; 
for even the most humble profession can 
be pursued under a title which is both 
dignified and erudite, and even man’s 
last resting-place has been converted trom 
a coffin to a casket. Yet progress is being 
made even at home. All the lodgers 
already are paying guests, or live in private 
hotels ; and, although they still are com- 
pelled to drink in public-houses, a recent 
meeting of licensed vintners in England 
has been considering means to provide 
them with more dignified places of 
resort—by means of another name. 


The Coal Threat 


The British coal-miners have determined 
upon the desperate expedient of a strike. 
Notices will be handed in on January 13th 
or January 20th, accordingly as the men 
are employed under weekly or fortnightly 
contracts, and the strike will begin at 
midnight on January 27th. Their decision 
was taken yesterday at a delegate con- 
ference of the Mineworkers’ Federation by 
a majority of 478,000 votes against 28,000. 
It is the miners’ retort to a series of offers 
which has been made to them in recent 
weeks by the owners. The issues of this 
strike are simple. The workers have 
demanded an increase of two shillings a 
day upon their wages, and their leaders 
insist that this increase must be granted 
upon a “national,” and not upon a 
** district,’’ basis. Even if the owners 
were ready to concede the increase itself 
they are reluctant to accept the second 
half of the demand. Hitherto they have 
clung with resolution to those remnants 
which they retain of industrial indivi- 
duality. They point out that conditions, 
say, in the coalfields of Lancashire differ 
from those of South Wales ; one district is 
more prosperous than the other ; its assur- 
ance of future markets is better, and, say 
the owners, it is unfair that all the fields 
should be compelled to pay the same 
wages. In any “national ” agreement 
they recognise the thin end of the wedge 
of nationalisation ; if once, in their view, 
the principle of nation-wide bargaining is 
established, the way will be clear for State 
control of the coal industry. The owners’ 
fear is not unreasonable; for a very 
strong movement exists, not only among

Sir Samuel Hoare, whio had prepared » 
speech which he would have delivered as 
Foreign Secretary in the course of th 
debate this afternoon, had to revise it at 
the last minute so that he might exercise 
his privilege of making a personal stato 
ment as a private member from a back 
bench. In the circumstances he coy)! 
scarcely deliver the straightforward revien 
of conditions which would reveal in thiei) 
full significance the risks to which Great 
Britain was in danger of being exposed 
As a private member he was restricted as 
to what he might disclose of Cabinet 
secrets, and to that extent his speech di: 
not carry the weight which it might hav 
done. It was as clear and as definite as 
he could make it, but of necessity he was 
obliged to leave members of the House of 
Commons to fill in notable gaps for them- 
selves. His speech was received with the 
utmost sympathy by the House, and when 
he sat down he was warmly cheered from 
all quarters of the House. Mr. Baldwin's 
speech opened with a charmingly-phrased 
appreciation of the services of Sir Samuel 
Hoare, and a reference to his condition of 
health when he went to Paris—words 
which led to a strong attack on the Speaker 
later in the debate. Members listened 
with keen interest, and only once or twice 
were there interruptions. I cannot say 
that there was any great display of 
sympathy, though the Prime Minister 
more than once appeared to be throwing 
himself upon the mercy of the-House. Tí 
was evident, however, that when he 
resumed his seat the Prime Minister was 
safe so far as the division went. 


An Awkward Position 


Sympathy will be extended to Sir 
Samuel Hoare, who finds himself com- 
pelled to resign after attaining one of the 
great positions in the Government, and 
the possibility of the Premiership in due 
course. He was greatly respected,. and, 
to a certain extent, very popular amon¢ 
members of Parliament.

The Premiership 


Only a week ago it seemed that Mr.

rters there is a feeling that the Prime 
Minister has not given due consideration 
to their views, while the Labour Parts 
are unanimously of the opinion that he 
has betrayed the cause of the League co!

course, and Mr. Baldwin, in trying to 
reconcile the differences between Italy and 
Abyssinia, has carried out the views he 
advanced at the time of the genera!

t was a moment of great urgency. 
Within five days the guestion of the oil 
embargo was to come up at Geneva, and 
I did not feel myself justified in proposing 
any postponement of the embargo unless 
it could be shown to the League that 
negotiations had actually started. It was 
a moment when, although most member 
States had been prepared to take part in 
economic sanctions, no particular State, 
except ourselves, had taken any military 
precautions. Lastly, it was a moment in 
which it seemed to me Anglo-French co- 
operation was essential if there was to be 
no breach at Geneva, afd if the sanctions 
front was not to be destroyed. 

For two days M. Laval and I discussed 
the basis of a possible discussion. We 
were not discussing terms to be imposed 
upon the belligerents. We were discussing 
proposals that might bring the two parties 
into the same room, and that might make 
a subsequent negotiation possible. The 
proposals that emer ed from those dis- 
cussions were not French proposals, or 
British proposals, in the sense that we 
liked them. Neither M. Laval nor I liked 
many features of them. They did, how- 
ever, seem to us to be the only basis upon 
which it was even remotely likely we could 
at least start a peace discussion. It was 
certainly the minimum basis upon which 
the French Government were prepared to 

roceed, and this minimum was only 
reached after two days of strenuous dis- 
cussion. So far as I myself was concerned, 
it seemed to me to be so important to 
start on negotiation, even if it had to be 
on this basis, that, much as I disliked 
some features of the scheme, I could not 
withhold my provisional assent. I felt 
that the issues were so grave, and the 
dangers of the continuance of the war were 
so serious, that it was worth making the 


i 


attempt— (hear, hear)—and that it was 
essential to maintain Anglo-French soli- 
darity. 

It was in this spirit, and this spirit 
alone, that we agreed to the suggestion. 
That alone is the explanation and 
justification of the Paris communiqué. 


THE PROPOSALS 


What were the suggestions that were 
put forward to the belligerents and to the 
League? I am aware that many of my 
friends have said to me: “‘Say nothing 
about the proposals, they are dead; the 
world is against them.” I could not 
accept that advice in justice either to my- 
self, or—what is much more important— 
in justice to the gravity of the issues that 
are raised by it.” I would venture, if I 
may, to ask the indulgence of the House 
for two or three minutes, whilst, in my 
own words, I give a description—I hope 
not a controversial description—of the 
actual proposals. for I am anxious to have 
these proposals on the records of the 
House in order that it should be seen 
what were the proposals, in actual 
practice, that led to my resignation. 

There were three classes of proposals. 
The first for international supervision, 
the second for territorial exchanges, and 
the third for opportunities for Italian 
economic expansion and settlement. These 
were the three principles of the Report of 
the Committee of Five, and it is important 
to remind this House that, whilst Signor 
Mussolini refused to accept them, the 


Emperor accepted them in principle when 
the threat of war was hanging over him. 
Secondly, it should also be remembered 
that not long ago the Emperor himself 
showed his great desire for an outlet to 
the sea by offering to exchange for it the 
vast region of Ogaden. 

The Paris proposals substituted for 
Ogaden a part of the Tigre province that 
is now in Italian occupation, and in which 
the Abyssinian chieftains seem to have 
gone over to the Italian side, but they 
would have meant the Italian evacuation 
of certain of the ‘occupied territories, 
including the sacred town of Aksum. 
Secondly, they suggested a strip of the 
Danakil and Ogaden territory of limited 


scope. This territory is entirely desert. 
As to the port, let me make it quite 


| clear that the proposal was for an effec. 


tive outlet with a wide corridor in full 
sovereignty for Abyssinia at Assab, and 
that no stipulation was discussed concern- 
ing any restriction upon it as to the build- 
ing of a railway. he Zeila alternative 
was only included as an alternative if 
both sides preferred it. 

As to the South, a large area was to 
be set aside for Italian economic develop- 
ment and expansion. ‘This area is non- 
Amharic; it represents comparatively 
recent conquests by Abyssinia; it is 
sparsely populated. Slave-raiding has 
devastated it in some parts, while slave- 
ownership is prevalent over the whole 
area, as, indeed, over the whole country. 

Here, however, let me make it as clear 
as I can that there was to be no transfer 
of sovereignty, and that the administra- 
tion, while continuing to be Abyssinian, 
was to be under the guidance and control 
of the League Plan of Assistance, What 
I understand to have beén an early objec- 
tion raised in the Committee of Five 
against anything like a dual administra- 
tion was thus met. At the same time, 
and as was bound to be the case in an 
a in which Italians were to settle and 
talian capital to be sunk, officials cf 
Italian nationality would take a pre- 
dominant part in the local control, but 
that local control would be subjected to 
the League Plan of Assistance. You will 
find such development clearly foreseen in 
the Charter of Assistance drawn up by the 
Committee of Five, and included on Page 4 
of the White Paper. In no sense was the 
area to be a transferred territory, nor, so 
far as the League’s supervision was con- 
cerned, was it to be differentiated from the 
rest of Abyssinia. 

I am aware that it is this part of the 
scheme that has met with the fiercest 
criticism. I would, however, remind tlre 
honourable members, firstly, that a free 
hand was left to the League to fill in this 
chapter as it willed, and, secondly, that 
from all parts of the House we have heard 
demands for Italian expansion. (Opposi- 
tion cries of “ No.’’) Let me say then 


more than one part of the House. 


FORMER TREATIES 


I would also remind hon. members that. 
by various instruments, more particularly 
the 1906 Treaty as regards the French and 
ourselves, and the 1925 exchange of Notes 
between ourselves and Italy, we have re- 
cognised Italian economic interests over a 
much wider area of Abyssinia than that 
comprised in this southern zone, whilst

N one of the shortest ~“cague meetings 

on record the League Council this even- 
ing adopted the resolution burying the 
ill-fated Franco-British peace plan. The 
resolution had been agreed on at this 
morning’s meeting of the Committee of 
Thirteen—the members of the Council, 
with the exception of Italy. It runs:— 

“The Council thanks the delegates of 
France and of the United Kingdom for 
the communication which they have made 
to it concerning the suggestions which 
they have put before the two parties with 
a view to conciliation. 

‘In view of the preliminary character 
of the suggestions as emphasised by the 
two Powers, the Council does not consider 
that it is called upon to express an 
opinion in regard to them at present. 

“The Council instructs the Committee 
of Thirteen, bearing in mind the pro- 
visidns of the Covenant, to examine the 
situation as a whole as it may appear in 
the light of the information wl.sh the 
Committee may procure.’’ 

The Council then adjourned. 


WATCHING 
the 


The meeting of Committee 
ceedingly brief. The Chairman announced 
that, the Committee took note of the resolu- 
tion of the Council, and 
experts to continue to watch the operation 
of existing sanctions. 

All versed in League diplomacy agree 
that the resolution debars a resuscitation 
of the Paris proposals as effectively as 
though they had been solemnly cremated. 
It also puts a complete embargo upon any 
further initiative by Great Britain and 
France as mandatories of the League. 

The one lasting consequence of this un- 
fortunate episode, so far as its effect upon 
the Italo-Abyssinian conflict is concerned, 
is that it has delayed for the time being 
the question of an ail embargo. 


REVULSION OF FEELING 


M. Laval informed the French Press this 
evening that there was no truth in the 
report current that he was thinking cf 
resigning. Nothing was further from his 
thoughts. He was prepared to defend his 
policy to the end before the French 
Chamber. 

The deplorable effect upon League 
opinion of the Paris proposals has been 
largely dissipated by the resignation of 
Sir Samuel Hoare and the attitude of Mr. 
Eden at the Council and Committee meet- 
ings. Indeed, there has been a most 
remarkable revulsion of feeling here with 
regard to Great Britain’s attitude. There 
is no longer any talk among foreign dele- 
gates of “ perfidious Albion.’”’ On the 
contrary, there is envy that Britain 
possesses a public opinion so powerful and 
Ministers prepared so honourably and so 
disarmingly to admit their error and 
accept without demur its consequences.

“ A gentlemanly speech ' was the com- 
ment to-night on the British ex-Foreign 
Secretary's speech in the House of Com- 
mons, and Italian opinion echoes the 
warning contained in it of the gravity of 
the situation which was arising. Sir 
Samuel’s exposition of the facts of the 
situation have earned him much sympathy 
here. 

Italian quarters, while never 
using the word “ war ” in connection with 
oil sanctions, have always made it pretty 
plain that the oil embargo menace was 
bringing war nearer, and have emphasised 
that it was not merely a question of a war 
between Britain and Italy. The conflict, 
they were certain, would spread in ever- 
growing ripples until it would become 
certainly a European war and possibly a 
world conflagration. 

That supreme danger is now over, it is 
believed. Too much water has flowed 
beneath the bridges for an oil embargo to 
be possible. Moreover, say Italians, the 
fact that Sir Samuel Hoare and M. Laval 
were able to produee such proposals in 
the name of the League, and that the 
British Government was able to retransmit 
them to the parties concerned, proves 
irrevocably that the Powers are committed 
to some dismemberment of Abyssinia. 


IN FRANCE

“HE situation in the British coal 
/ industry, following the demand of 
the Mineworkers’ Federation for an 
advance in wages of 2s. a day is regarded 
as exceedingly grave and critical. 

The delegate conference of the Federa- 
tion met yesterday in London to consider 
the situation. 

The discussions were carried out in an 
unusual atmosphere by the Mineworkers’ 
Federation. Strains of string music filled 
the air while lengthy speeches were being 
made on the situation. An orchestra was 
rehearsing in an adjoining room. 


PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT 


The conference lasted just over two 
and a half hours, and Mr. Joseph Jones, 
President, made the following statement: 

‘The Executive Committee recom- 
mended the following resolution to the 
conference :— 

“This conference regards the sugges- 
tions so far made as being entirely un- 
satisfactory, and as by no means reflecting

“ Proposals will not be regarded as 
satisfactory to the Executive Committee 
which are not offered nationally, and 
which are not uniform in character.’’ 


ACTUAL DATE OF STOPPAGE

notices is that where a fortnight’s notice 
is customary they will be given on the 
13th, and where only a week is required on 
the 20th.

BIGGEST FIGHT OF 
THE WAR

ITALIAN STORY OF 
AMBUSCADE 


Details now passed by the Asmara 
(Italian headquarters) censor confirm first 
impressions that the battle of Dembeguina 
Pass, which was fought in the hours of 
darkness on Monday morning, was by far 
the biggest engagement since war began 
seventy-nine days ago. 

Christopher Holme, Press gAssociation 
correspondent with the,Italian Northern 
Army, says it far exceeds any previous 
engagement on either front, both for 
violence, duration, and numbers of men 
involved and casualties. The dead, he says, 
are oOflicially put at :— 

Italians (white troops)—7 officers, 20 
N.C.O.’s, 48 men. Askaris—All ranks, 
117. In addition, 2 Askari officers and 
25 men were wounded. 

Abyssinians—500 dead. 

The township of Dembeguina itself is ten 
miles on the Italian side—a fact which in- 
dicates how serious was the Abyssinian 
threat to the Italian right wing. 

The Italian force, which was attacked by 
the first Ethiopian column at Mai Timchet 
in the hours of darkness on Monday morn- 
ing, had to fight two battles, being in 
action continuously for more than two 
days. 


REINFORCEMENTS 


After retreating step by step to the 
Dembeguina Pass they found heavy rein- 
foreements had already arrived from the 
rear, where aeroplanes and couriers had 
urgently signalled an Ethiopian attack. 

The Italians took a leaf out of the 
tribesmen'’s book in one engagement by 
lining the sides of a narrow defile with 
rifle and machine-gun posts. The 
Ethiopians, elated by the withdrawal of 
the Italians, entered the gorge. The 
Italians waited until the whole Ethiopian 
force was within the gorge, and then 
opened fire. 

‘The tribesmen were undaunted by the 
deadly effect of the first volley. Yelling 
wild battle cries, and brandishing swords 
and rifles, they charged furiously up the 
mountainside, determined to come to close 
quarters. Scores were mown down by 
machine-gun fire, but the survivors con- 
tinued charging, and in many cases suc- 
ceeded in coming to grips with the 
Italians.

The 
factory gives employment to 100 people. 
5,000 electric lamps are made daily, and 
early in the new year the production wil! 
be begun of motor-car and high voltage

In a leading article to-day The Times 
remarks :—The House of Commons yester- 
day showed all the respect and sympathy 
rightly due to a member who has taken 
a straightforward course in freeing him- 
self from an impossible position. As every- 
one recognises, Sir Samuel Hoare’s resig- 
nation is the interruption, and by no 
means the end, of a distinguished public 
career. No one can look back upon his 
services to the State within the last few 
years without profound regret for the 
step which he has taken, proper and in- 
evitable though it is. He reminded the 
world, in terms more suitably emphatic 
than any yet employed by a British 
Minister, that there must be full collective 
backing for collective action. This is in- 
disputable doctrine, and the British public 
is becoming more and more aware of its 
implications, but it cannot become an 
excuse for the peace proposals. 

Ifi—and it is more than an if—League 
action still fell short of what the common 
security required, then Geneva had become 
the right place for the appropriate repre- 
sentations bodly and openly made. 
Another course would have been to post- 
pone the oil embargo, for the reason, 
frankly given, that it could not be enacted 
so long as any leading member State, 
while unwilling to oppose it openly in 
the Councils of the League was also un- 
willing to contribute its share of insurance 
against Italian truculence. This country 
had, and has, a right to be told by other 
Powers exactly where they stand, and 
thus, by the same reckoning, where the 
League stands. Unfortunately, Sir Samuel 
Hoare was induced, or partly induced, to 
take a line of less resistance. The 
draft terms for negotiation meant, in 
effect, that the victim of aggression was 
to be sacrificed out of hand because of the 
reluctance of, at least some defenders 
of peace and justice to make good the 
cornmon defences: small wonder that 
public opinion rose in wrath against them. 

The Government’s own share in this pro- 
ceeding was. shown yesterday with com- 
mendable openness to have been, as every- 
one had supposed, that of an embarrassed, 
unwilling and temporary accessory after 
the fact. Thought Cir Samuel Hoare is 
not specific on the point, it is clear, from 
the speeches of Lord Halifax and Mr. 
Baldwin that the Cabinet never had 
beforehand the: share which it ought to 
have had in settling the line of policy to 
be followed in Paris. It is clear, too, that 
but for the negligent or calculated 
indiscretion, whichever it was, that gave 
a sketch of a confidential document to the 
French Press, any initial errers could 
have been rapidly overtaken and pht right.

Mr.’ Geoghegan said» that the statutory 
position remained exactly as it was. So long 
as moneys were, under, the control of the 
Oireachtas it had power to impose upon them 
charges for financial purposes. The Consti- 
tution directed how that power was to be 
exercised, and in the main it was almost 
entirely exercised by the Dail. He was not 
shaken in his view that the hill was a Money 
Bill. 

Mr. Blythe said that there was no defini- 
tion of public moneys in the Section, 
although certain things were excluded from 
public moneys, but there might be other 
things in regard to which there should be 
an interpretation of the problem before them, 
for it depended on what were public moneys. 
Once there was an Act entitling somebody 
other than the State to money that had been 
voted by the Oireachtas; that money went 
into a special fund, and it was the property 
of the people to whom it was voted. It 
had been decided in law that certain moneys 
were the property of the County Councils. 
subject to any charges that might be law- 
fully imposed upon it. If the law was that 
they were entitled to the moneys without 
deductions, then they were entitled to it 
without any deductions whatever. The only 
way a Government could get ownership of 
money was by taxation. The bill did not in- 
pose taxation or impose a charge, but was intro- 
duced to remove a doubt. Because of that fact 
alone it was not a Money Bill, and also. be- 
cause of its indemnity provisions, The 
money involved was very considerable—over 
three-quarters of a million, and, therefore, 
it was not a subordinate matter incidental to 


other things. 


MR. NORTON'S VIEW 


Mr. Norton said that the framers of the 
Constitution were anxious that the Dail 
should have very wide powers in the matter 
of declaring what was a Money Bill, and 
the matters that constituted a Money Bill 
were extensive and very wide. A large 
variety of matters were brought into the 
category of Money Bills. The Estate Duty 
Grant was dérived from taxation imposed by 
the Legislature, and the Agricultural Grant 
was, in fact, raised by taxation. But Sena- 
tor Douglas had contended that the Agricul- 
tural Grant was not public money. He 
thought they should haye regard to the 
sources from which the moneys came. If 
the Minister raised by taxation monies that 
were public monies, to that extent the Guar- 
antee Fund was composed of public money.

This concluded the case for the applicants.

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LABOUR AND THE SENATE 


————— ——— 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The official report of the Dail debate 
of last Thursday, 12th December, gives 
pepety Norton as stating that in 1922 the 
Labour Party in the Dail opposed the 
establishment of the Senate and _ voted 
against it. When questioned by Deputy 
Dr. O'Higgins as to the date of such vote, 
Mr. Norton replied :— 

“If the deputy looks at the first 
volume of the official debates he will see 
where at an early date they voted.” 

When. the Constitution (Amendment 
No. 24) Bill—t.e., the bill to abolish the 
Senate--was before the Dail in 1934, Mr. 
Norton made a similar, but more definite, 
statement. His words, taken from the 
Official Report (18th April, 1934, columns 
1874-5), are as follow :— 

“So far as the Labour Party is con- 
cerned, it will vote for this measure. In 
doing so it will be maintaining the stand 
which it first adopted in 1922, and which 
has been frequently expressed by 
speakers on behalf of the party, not 
merely in this House, but outside this 
House. When the Constitution of this 
State was being discussed in 1922 the 
Labour Party supported and voted for 
an amendment designed to eliminate the 
Seanad from the Constitution of the 
Irish Free State. It did so then with 
the declaration that the Labour Party 
did not believe in Double Chamber 
Government.” 

I have examined carefully the reports of 
the debates in the Dail for 1922, to which 
Mr. Norton referred Dr. O'Higgins, and I 
cannot find any record to bear out the state- 
ment of Mr, Norton. The appropriate time 
—in fact, the only time—tor an amendment 
to oppose the establishment of the Senate 
was on Article 12 of the Constitution, which 
constituted the two Houses of the Oireachtas. 
There was no amendment tabled to that 
Article by the. Labour Party, or by anyone 
else, to oppose the establishment of the 
Senate. One amendment—and one amend- 
ment only—to Article 12 was proposed and 
voted upon. That was an amendment pro- 
posed by Deputy Gavan Duffy, and it pro- 
posed to eliminate not the Senate, but the 
King, from the Article. 

In the discussion on that amendment there 
was little, if any, reference to the matter of 
a Second Chamber, and certainly, so far as 
Article 12 is concerned, which was the 
appropriate occasion for the Labour Party to 
indicate its opposition to the creation of a 
Second House in the Oireachtas, there is not 
the shadow of grounds for the statement oí 
Mr. Norton that in 1922 “ the Labour Party 
supported and voted for an amendment 
designed to eliminate the Seanad from the 
Constitution of the Irish Free State.” 

When Article 29 was reached, the Article 
which dealt with the composition, not the 
establishment, of the Senate, Deputy Johnson, 
then leader of the Laboyr Party in the Dail, 
proposed an amendment which sought not the 
elimination of the Senate, but the setting up 
of a Second Chamber on somewhat different 
lines from those contemplated in the Article 
There was no vote on this amendment. It 
was withdrawn. It is trne that, speaking to 
his amendment, Deputy Johnson did make a 
mild indication of his preference for a Single 
Chamber Legislature in the following terms: 

“I would prefer, on the whole, a 
Single Chamber, but the Dail has agreed 
that. the Legislature shall comprise twa 
Houses Therefore, it is desirable that 
the Seeond Chamber should be the best 
possible ”' 

Prohably the best commentary upon that 
would be the statement of Mr. Johnson him: 
self, when, as Senator, speaking in the Senate 
ro aga apaaanatee (Amendment No. 19) Bill, he 
said : 

“TIT was a member of the Provisional] 
Parliament in 1822 which discussed the 
Constitution, and, when the Article deal. 
ing with the constitution of the Second 
Chamber was reached, I expressed views 
to the effect that, on the whole, I was 
in favour of a Single Chamber. When 
that Parliament decided in favour of a 
Second Chamber, I made tentative pro- 
posals for a Chamber of an entirely diffe- 
rent character from this, which, af 
course,. were only put forward to venti- 
late the idea. I said that, on the 
whole, I was not in favour of a Second 
Chamber. I spent five years in the 
Pail, doing my best to prevent the 
Executive of the time passing legisla- 
tion without proper discussion. I then 
stated, and I still believe, that the almost 
inevitable tendency of an Executive, 
whether of States or of private institu- 
tions is to take to itself added powers, 
and to impose them, if they can, with- 
out either elaboration or criticism upon 
people they are concerned with. I be- 
lieve, therefore! that it is desirable there 
should he criticism and diseussion of 
legislative proposals. I came to the 
conclusion, long before the five years 
were up, that my mild prejudice in 
favour of a Single Chamber was mis- 
taken, and that it was desirable, even 
necessary, for the protection of liber- 
ties, that in the Constitution that had 
been given to the people there should be 
some barrier against an Executive hav- 
ing, as that Executive had, an acquies- 
cent majority in the Dail, some barrier 
against that Executive passing through 
legislation without consideration—that 
is, consideration by  Parliament.’’ 
(Senate Debates Report, 11th July, 1933 
Cols. 45-46.) 

So far as I have been able to ascertain. in 
my researches into the Dail Reports of 1922 
of the debates.on the Constitution, these two 
Articles, 12 and 29, were the only appropriate 
occasions where the Labour Party could have 
given evidence of that robust opposition to 
a Second House which Deputy Norton asserts 
they showed Kerr and vote in 1922. 

As I have shown, on Article 12 there was 
no such amendment and no such vote, On 
Article 29 there was no vote. 

Will Deputy Norton kindly inform us, by 
specific reference as to date, etc., in the 

ail Debates. of 1922, when the Labour 
Party, as he alleges, by declaration and vote 
apposed the establishment of a Second House 
in the Oiréachtas!—Yours,  etc.,

DECIDE EARLY 


SANDFORD PARK SCHOOL 
PRIZE DAY

A S an encouragement to the unsuccessful

boys at the first annual distribution of 
rizes for school work, at the Sandford 
Park School, Ranelagh, Dublin, yesterday, 
Dr. James Bell, F.,T.C.D., Secretary of the 
Trinity College Appointments Assvuciation, 
said that although he himself was a prize- 
winner at school, there were many of his class- 
mates who had since left him far behind. As 
Secretary of the Trinity College Appointments 
Association he would ask boys to come to an 
early decision regarding the choice of a 
ogreer, and not leave it until it was too 
late. This was more than ever necessary to- 
day, when there was a danger of over- 
crowding many of the professions. If an 
early decision was echoed, and a career re- 
— special university education was 
chosen, he could give some advice; but some 
boys entered the university, went on for four 
years without any idea of what they intended 
to do, and when they sought an appointment 
through him he could do very little. 


OPTIMISTIC 


At present, he said, so far as employment 
was concerned, they were getting out of the 
depression, and he was optimistic about the 
future of the rising generation. To make full 
use of his opportunities a boy should be 
educated in a way that would enable him to 
take his place to advantage in any circum- 
stances. That was being done at Sandford 
Park School, which was doing much for the 
development of character. e had a high 
admiration for the manner in which education 
had been carried on in recent years. He con- 
gratulated that school on the progress which 
it had made, and said that it was a great 
privilege to be asked to distribute the 
prizes. 

Mr. A, D. Cordner, headmaster, in his 
report, stated that the atmosphere of the 
school as regards work was very encouraging, 
the aim being to teach the boys to do their 
work thoroughly, as a matter of course, with- 
out compulsion. Discipline had been main- 
tained at a high standard, and as classes 
were smali, the boys received individual 
attention. Six of their boys had passed into 
Trinity College. One of, their past pupils was 
Owen Sheehy Skeffington, whom they con- 
ratulated on receiving his Doctorate of 
*hilosophy. He thanked his staff and the 
matron, Mrs. Morrow, for their co-operation 
with him in carrying on the work. 


IRISH NOT COMPULSORY 


Dr. L. Abrahamson, one of the Governors, 
in moving a vote of thanks to Dr, Bell, 
said that he knew of no school where the 
atmosphere was better for the pupils, who 
learned their subjects with pleasure. “ This,” 
he said, ‘‘is not one of the schools where 
Irish is compulsory. So far as my own boy 
is concerned, I know that Irish is a subject 
he likes, but I cannot say he would like it 
if it was compulsory. It must be obvious to 
everybody that the professions are becoming 
grossly overcrowded. Whether anything can 
e done about it, or what can be done about 
it I do not know, but I hope some of the 
boys will try to find an occupation in some 
of the various types of business and com- 
merce, because as the professions become over- 
crowded the standard of living will come 
down,”” 

Dr. Cecil Robinson seconded the motion, 
which was carried unanimously.

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A DIFFICULTY AT 
GRANGEGORMAN 


FEW PROTESTANT 
APPLICANTS

[ yesterday's meeting of the -Joint 
A Committee of the Grangegorman and 
Portrane Mental Hospitals it was 
reported that there were 3,609 patients in 
residence. The figures showed a decrease of 
27 men (total 1,775) and an increase of 8 
women (total 1,854) as compared with last 
year, 
Forty-two attendants and nurses entered for 
the General Nursing Council preliminary 
examination, and 28 passed. For the final 
examination 57 entered and only 16 passed, 
The results were regarded as by no means 
satisfactory, but were a considerable improve- 
ment on those of recent years. 

The Superintendent Medical Officer reported 
that, although there was no lack of applicants 
for employment, as attendants and nurses, 
there were no Protestant candidates among 
the number. They were in a difficulty, as the 
Protestant chaplains complained that .some 
of their patients, when attending religious 
service, were not under the supervision of 
members of the staff. The number of Pro- 
testant attendareg and nurses was so small 
that 16 was impossible to meet the wishes of 
the chaplains. 

The report was adopted. 


AREA OF EMPLOYMENT 


Mrs. Maud Walsh moved that a resolution 
confining the employment of attendants to 
persons who had been resident in the con- 
tributing area of Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital district for nots less than ten years 
be rescinded, She said that the nurses were 
recruited from the whole country. Attendants 
were as important as nurses. It should be 
remembered that Dublin people got posts 
elsewhere. She suggested that the residential 
period should be reduced to two years, 

Dr. Hannigan seconded the motion. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., ir supporting the 
motion, said if they secured a qualified 
person they should give that person their 
support, but he did not want to open the 
gates to everybody. 

Mr. Corr suggested a limit of five years, 

Senator Healy said that a man who was 
two years in the area automatically became 
a ratepayer. 

After further discussion, 

Senator Staines said that if they passed

The total imports, including those from 
other countries not in the table, rose from 
6,397,000 cwt. in 1928 to 9,703,000 cwt. in 
1934, the Empire share increasing from 41.5 
per cent, to 54.4 per cent, 

The Free State farmer has been counselled 
by his Government that he must adapt his 
basis of production to the changed conditions. 
It is very sane advice to adjust one’s 
business to the changed circumptances, but 
are the circumstances changed? Much stress 
has been laid on the fact that Great Britain 
has changed its traditional policy of free 
trade, and the much neglected British 
industry of agriculture is going to take 
increasing attention from the nation. So the 
Free State farmer must forget that the 
British market ever existed. We have already 
shewn in che case of butter the increase, 
both relative and absolute, in the import of 
butter from Empire countries, and there has 
also been an increase in the consumption of 
butter per head. Close examination of the 
British import figures shows that, in spite 
of domestic ‘Sivalaninaste, Britain still is 
the biggest open market in the world, and 
the consumption per head of various food 
stuffs is increasing, which means that the 
mecrease in the home production (which is 
very small in comparison with total consump- 
tion) is counteracted by an increase in the 
consumption, as is clear from the following 
tables :—

NEW ZEALAND 


A representative of the New Zealand Meat 
Control Board, giving evidence before the 
New Zealand Tariff Commission, remarked 
in 1933 that the system of free trade should 
be introduged in New Zealand, and it-should 
be made a county of England. The very 
existence and development of New Zealand 
depends on the British market, and there 1s 
no conceivable reason why that market, 
which is at the very threshold of Irish 
farmers, should be denied to them. We 
shall give some statistics from the Official 
Year Book of New Zealand to show an 
interesting analysis between’ the. two 
countries. i 

The total population of New Zealand 31s 
1,548,906, oe the New Zealand total trade 
per head is the highest in the world, The 
principal exports of New Zealand are very 
similar to the exports of the Irish Free 
State. In 1933-34 the total exports of 
New Zealand were £46,042,570, while ita 
imports were only £21,477,883. It 8 
estimated that out of this total export 86.63 
per cent. went to the United Kingdom.

NEW CRUISER BEING BUILT 


At the launch’ of the steamer Ville d’Oran, 
a sister ship of the recently built Ville 
d’Alger, intended for the Marseilles-Algiers 
service, M. Bertrand, French Minister for 
Merchant Shipping, said that the Government 
intended to assist shipping further as soon as 
the Budget would permit.

AGAIN TO BE A

ON STAGE 
AN AWARD OF £6,500 
DAMAGES

Miss Ina Scarlett, a 22-year-old dancer, 
was awarded £6,500 damages, with costs, in 
, King’s Bench Division, London, yester- 


“The action arose out of an accident on 
the stage of the Saville Theatre, Bondon, 
during a performance of ‘‘ Jill Darling,’’ in 
February. 
Miss Scarlett fell over an iron bar, 
technically known as a “‘sill,’’ fixed at the 
bottom of a stage entrance, with the result 
that she had a stiff elbow, which would 
affect her balance as a dancer. 


AN UNDERSTUDY 


Miss Scarlett was employed in the chorus 
and as understudy to the leading lady at 
£4 a week. In the third scene she, with 
other girls wearing tap dancing shoes, had 
to “trip” on to the stage, facing the audience 
as they did so. It was then that she fell. 

Miss Scarlett alleged negligence against the 
defendants, Jack Eggar, Ltd., producers of 
the play, in using a rectangular “sill,” 
instead of a half-round one, which, she con- 
tended, would have been safer. 

The defendants denied negligence, and 
pleaded that Miss Scarlett knew of the exist- 
ence of this particular kind of “‘sill,’’ and 
should have taken care to avoid it. 


JUDGE’S FINDING 


“In my opinion,” said the Judge, “the 
rectangular sill was dangerous for the pur- 
pose for which it was to be used, and was 
an unnecessary danger. The defendants were 
guilty of negligence.’’ i 

The accident was little short of a tragedv, 
as the result was that Miss Scarlett could 
not straighten her left arm, which must have 
some effect on her professice@:lly. “TI find, 
as a fact, that this girl’s vareer on the stage 
as a dancer is ended,’”’ concluded Mr. Justice 
Atkinson. 

His lordship granted a stay of execution 
on the terms that Miss Scarlett was to 
receive £100 on Ti;sday next, and if that 
was done. the stay to continue until Decem- 
ber 28, when £6,400 of the damages must be 
paid into Court.

The Times Parliamentary Correspondent

There was general agreement among 
members of all the pbdlitical parties at 
Westminster last night that Sir Samuel! 
Hoare had done his best with a difficult 
task. He was obviously a sick man—and 
all his friends hope that he will now be 


jable to enjoy the holiday which has been 


too long denied him, but there were few 
members who did not think that, after a 
real rest, he will again be a Cabinet 
Minister. 

The great tactical blunder of the debate 
was made by Mr. Attlee, the Leader of 
the Opposition, when he declared that the 
Labour resolution affected the honour of 
the Prime Minister. 

It gave Sir Austen Chamberlain an 
opportunity, of which he at once availed 
himself, to rally the supporters of the 
National Government at the side of the 
Prime Minister, a task which in other 
circumstances might have been more 
dificult. But there is now a general 
desire to let the mistakes of the past be 
buried as soon as possible. 

Various incidents of the past ten days 
still call for explanation, but the subject 
is not likely to ba pursued since members 
are agreed that the one urgent task now 
is to rehabilitate the Government in the 
eyes of foreign opinion. 

An early announcement as to the new 
Foreign Secretary is expected. Various 
names are being mentioned, but that of 
Sir Austen Chamberlain still seems to be 
the first favourite. It is felt that he 
could restore general confidence and that 
he should, at least, be invited to act as 
Foreign Secretary during the next few 
critical months,

RECENT EQUIPMENT IN 


LONDON 


Mr. Warren Storey, M.ILE.E., Great 
Southern Railways, Inchicore Works, pre- 
sided at a meeting of the Institution of Elec- 
trical Engineers in the Physics Laboratory, 
Trinity College. yesterday evening. 

Mr. A. L. Lunn, electrical engineer, London 
Passenger aroma Board,. read a paper on 
‘Equipment an ihn ase of steel tank 
rectifier traction sub-stations operating on the 
Underground Railways of the London Pas- 
senger Transport Board,” in the course of 
which he briefly described the salient features 
of the new rectifier installations, and outlined 
the operating experience gained with rectifiers 
during the past four years. . 

The wide development ra recent years 
of the area served by the underground rail: 
ways of the London Passenger Transport 
Board has entailed important modifications 
and extensions to the power distribution 
network and the construction of many addi- 
tional sub-stations for dealing with the in- 
creased traction load on the system. During 
the year 1928, in view of the claims made at 
that time as to the greatly improved reli- 
ability of the steel tank rectifier, a tria] recti- 
i volt eguipment, of 
British design and manufacture, was installed 
at Hendon, and was put into service in 
December, 19230. It onerated very satisfac 
torily in parallel with a rotary con 
verter of equal capacity and . similar 
both equipments being 
from the ad 
javent manually-onerated sub-station at 
Golder’s Green. Following on the success 
of this trial, it was decided to equip with 
rectifier plant a number of sub-stations which 
were to he constructed as part of a scheme 
of extension to the Piccadilly line, and to 
instal a similar plant in a new sub-station 
at Clapham Common. The experience that 
has been gained in the operation of the 
rectifier installations has been, said the 
lecturer, highly satisfactory. 

On the motion of Mr. Marshall Harriss, 
seconded by Mr. T. J. Monaghan, a vote 
of thanks was passed to the lecturer.

Replying to the vote of thanks, Mr. Lunn 
said that he had very much enjoyed his 
first visit to Dublin. His reception and the 
hospitality shown to him had been over- 
whelming. He had made the most of the 
time available in the city to visit places of 
remarkable interest. and educational value, 
and he anticipated that on his return to 
London he would be able to report to his 
Irish friends there what had impressed him 
about. the Irish capital.
